INVESTIGATIONS AT SPRINGFIELD. 

A bill has been introduced in the Legislature 
to create a Joint Standing Committee to investi- 
gate the action of the Legislature of 1869, in 
reference to the Lake Front bill, to report upon 
the value of the property sought to be conveyed 
in said bill, and to report the facts ascertained to 
the Governor. This is an era of investigations, 
and the proposed investigation will be a good 
thing jf thoroughly prosecuted. An investiga- 
tion of the alleged bribery employed to pass 
this bill was had by the Legislature in 1869, 
which was generally voted to be a farce, as no- 
body was found guilty of anything. Subsequently, 
Mr. A. W. Mack brought suit against one or 
more of the railroad companies interested, for 
his “services” in connection with the passage 
of the bill. Pending the progress of the suit 
Mack died, and his representatives discontinued 
the action. 


has taken hold of the corrupt transactions of the 
Legislature of 1869, that it will make thorough 
work of them, and distribute ite favors impar- 
tially. The following are some of the measures 
which were believed to have been passed, or de- 
feated, by the use of money, and all of them 
more or less affiliated with Lake Front: 

1. The State-House appropriation. 

2. Location of the Industrial University at 
Champaign. 

8. The St. Louis Bridge bill. 

4. The defeat of Fuller’s Railroad Frei 
bill. 

5. Passage of the bill to classify the Directors 
of railroads. 

6. The ‘‘ Tax-Stealing bill, which was vetoed 
by Gov. Palmer, and passed over his veto. 

These were the big things upon which the 
lobby fattened during that session, and against 
which Gov. Palmer ineffectually opposed his in- 
fluence and his veto. There were a good many 
smaller ones of the same kind. If they couid 
ell be unraveled, there would be an exhibit which 
would make Credit Mobilier blush, and give IIli- 
nois a pre-eminence over Massachusetts, for 
which the latter State might be grateful. 

It would be well also to investigate the first 
Lake Front bill that made its appearance in the 
Legislature. We refor to the bill to incorpo- 
rate the Chicago Harbor & Dock Company, 
which sought to grant to said Company the lake 
front from the month of Chicago River to 
Twenty-second street. And there was a Skat- 
ing-Park bill” in the same Legislature (that of 
1867), which proposed to grant to substantially 
the same parties the land which might be 
made, and has since been made, between Michi- 
gan avenue and the railroad tracks—some thirty 
acres in the heart of the city. No history of 
Lake Front will be complete without these, and 
the materials for such history are said to 
be easily accessible. As the proposed com- 
mittee are to sit after the Legislature 
adjourns, they should be clothed with power to 
go into all these things and make a clean job of 
it. Meanwhile, let the Lake Front bill be re- 
pealed, and the city restored to its natural rights 
in relation to the outer harbor. ‘ 


There are indications that the Warehouse 
Committees of the Legislature have been favor- 
ably impressed by the arguments which the 
Board of Trade delegation has brought be- 
fore them on the subject of grain in- 
spection. The necessity for the modification 
of the Warehouse law in this respect is practi- 
cally conceded. The question is now as to the 
substitute for the present system of State in- 
spection. This is entitled to earnest considera- 
tion, for it would be obviously short-sighted and 
useless to repeal the present provisions of the 
law and substitute others that will in turn prove 
to be inadeqnate to the protection of all interests 
concerned. The leading sentiment of the 
Board of Trade is in favor of a relega- 
tion of inspection powers to that body. 
It would be natural to infer that the sentiment 
of the Board of Trade is that of its constituents, 
—the country grain-dealers, and Eastern buy- 
ers,—whose agents are members of this Board, 
and whose interests are directly represented, there 
certainly should be no danger in confiding the 
inspection duties to the Board, which has a com- 
mon interest with Chicago and the shippers who 
send their grain to Chicago. The purpose of the 
Board must naturally be to sell the grain to the 
best advantage, and this is what the farmers 
and the country dealers desire. . 

The objections to the State system of grading 
| grain are briefly these: The grades are inflexi- 
ble, being absolutely fixed by law without refer- 
ence to the different varieties of different crops, 
and with no adequate facilities for selling special 
consignments on their merits. The Inspec- 
tors are much more apt to be incompe- 
tent where they are not directly responsible 
to men who are experienced in handling grain 
and who would watch their actions closely. 
The inspection of wheat and barley requires the 
services of experts, and, even then, the Inspec- 
tors should come under the supervision of those 
who are equally capable of judging whether 
these experts are doing their duty or not. Un- 
der the State system of inspection, there is prac- 
tically no appeal from the local inspection. The 
last resort is in the Commissioners, who are 
located at ‘Springfield, and it would be an ex-

It would be difficult for the Board of 
Trade to form a combination against the ship- 
pers, under the remaining provisions of the 
Railroad and Warehouse law, if it were inclined 
to do so. It is also a body, made up of various 
agents representing various interests, which 
would act as a check upon one another. The 
success of the Board depends upon retaining the 
custom of the country shippers and satisfying 
the Eastern buyers. It would be simply suicidal 
to drive off either class by inspection that was 
not fair. 
These are the principal arguments upon which 
is based the proposition that grain inspection 
shall be taken out of the hands of the Railroad 
and Warehouse Commissioners and given over 
to the Board of Trade. The goneral supervis- 
ion of the warehouse system would still remain 
in the hands of the Commissioners, whose 
powers would be unimpaired for making the 
warehouses conform to the rules and regulations 
provided by the law. This is another phase of 
the question which does not seem to have had 
the consideration which it deserves. Grain in- 
spection affects wheat and barley more than 
all other grains, as the inspecting of these re- 
quires technical knowledge and nicoty of dis- 
tinction that can only be acquired through long 
experience, which is not true in regard to corn. 
The great wheat-growing States are Minnesota, 


Chicago as their proper outlet. The State 
of Illinois contributes but an insignificant 
portion of the wheat that comes to this market. 
Practically, then, the State of Illinois sets up a 
Commission, with headquarters at Springfield, 
and governed by inflexible rules, to inspect and 
classify the property of other States. There is 
certainly no justice in this, It cannot be argued 
that there would be the same objection if the Chi- 
cago Boardof Trade should act in the capacity of 
grain-inspector instead of the State Commission. 
The Board of Trade is composed of the chosen 
agents of the citizens of Minnesota, Iowa, and 
Wisconsin, who send their grain to Chicago, and 
they could demand nothing fairer than to have 


whom they employ to represent them. 

Tue Trisune has frequently indicated the 
dangers that await the Chicago grain trade on 
account of the present arbitrary system of 
inspection. The matter has now been brought 
before the Legislature in a shape that de- 
mands action before the adjournment. Itis un- 
necessary that this change should provoke a dis- 
cussion relating to the abolition of the Board of 
Railroad and Warehouse Commissioners. There 


have been relieved of the inspection duties 
which do not properly come under their adminis- 
tration, if the Legislature will pass a

itself valuable. Even the careful and laborious 
preparation of valuable statistics, at which

But it is certain that the interests of Chicago, 

and the interests of the wheat-growing States 
which the Llinois Government has undertaken 
to control, demand that the inspection system 
should be placed in the hands of men who: will 
make it conform to the demands of the grain- 
trade, both buyers and sellers. 


SERVANTS’ TRADES-UNIONS, 

The servant-girl question, which has taken a 
‘protean variety of forms, distressing to house- 
keepers, has at last culminated in a concerted 
effort, which, if it spreads to any considerable 
extent, will be calculated to fill the lunatic ' 
asylums with the heads of families. Hitherto 
the attacks of the servant-girl have been con- 
fined to rather petty annoyances. A favorite 
stratagem to get even with Materfamilias has 
been the establishment of a relief society in the 
kitchen, from which the sugar, tea, coffee, 
soap, and other articles of domestic consump- 
tion have been lavishly disbursed, without 
vouchers, to a small army of cousins 
and other distant relatives. Now and then 
the servant-girl has inaugurated such a 
reign of terropin the household that she has 
been enabled to pre-empt the piano Sunday af- 
ternoons, give soirees in the dining-room, al- 
ternate with her mistress in the use of jewelry 
and dresses, and prevent the further multipli- 
cation of the family by her unreasonable preju- 
dices against small children. Another favorite 
form of effecting the subjugation of the em- 
ployer is to give the latter notice to quit at a 
certain time, if such little demands as she 
chooses to make are not complied with. As this 
notice is always served at a time when the ser- 
vices of the servant are indispensable, and to 
lose her is to bring on domestic bankruptcy and 
chaos, she jmmediately gains her object. 

There are signs and portents in the domestic 
horizon, however, which indicate that the subju- 
gation of Materfamilias, and consequent misery 
of Paterfamilias, are about to be made complete, 
and that the fetters which they have worn 80 
lightly hitherto, and which they have put on and 
off at the option of the servant, are about to be | 
forged into a perpetual badge of servitude. It 
is not long since that the servant-girls of bon- 
nie Dundce mot together, and organized a strike, 
and made it successful. The logical result of 
this idea is that of a trades-union, and one has al- 
ready been formed by the servant-girls of Ottawa, 
Canada. Thedistance of Dundee was a safeguard 
against strikes here, but Ottawa is a near neigh- 
bor. The epizootic had no difficulty in crossing the 
Canadian frontier, and we fear that the trades 
union will cross with equal ease. Then comes chaos | 
in reality. The absurdities and complications 
which abound in the masculine trades-unions 
we may expect to see not only reproduced, but 
carried out with all that completeness of detail 
which characterizes the servant-girl when she is 
en the war-path. Every spring, about the time 
when house-cleaning commences, the trades- 
unions will commence to distract the souls 
of the housekeepers, whose heads are 
fall of wall-paper, calsomine, moth-eaten 
carpets, graining, painting, scrubbing, aad other 
duties, which come with the blue-birds, robina, 
green grass, and first violets.

The statistics of the Berlin writer show pretty 
conclusively that some of the European powers, 
notably England, Austria, and Italy, cannot 
make war without allies. 


A bill recently passed the Michigan Senate 
which is creating considerable excitement among 
the Roman Catholics of that State, as interfering 
with the prerogatives of the Church. The bill 
proposes action very similar to that recently 
assumed by Bismarck in Prussia. It provides 
for the punishment by a heavy fine or imprison- 
ment of any ecclesiastical authority who shall 
excommunicate or even discipline any member 


of his church for the purpose of preventing 
such a member from suing any church dignitary 
or any religious society for debt or claim or for 
the protection of his civil rights. The bill,— 
which, we believe, has not yet become a law,—is 
meeting with very determined opposition from 
one body of Catholics, as they contend that it is 
an effort to reduce the Church to complete sub- 
jection to the State. There is another body of 
Catholics, however, who favor the bill, Tho 
question involved has more than once come up 
in conflicts between the church authorities and 
the members of their communions, but it is the 
first time, we believe, that a movement has been 
made to establish a l. providing punishment 
for exercising ecclesiastical discipline.

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There is one feature of Senator Bogy’s de- 


mand for Congressional investigation into the 
alleged corruption, through which his eloction is 
said to have occurred, which is worthy of imita- 
tion by older members of the United States 
Senate. Mr. Bogy announced that he should 
decline to vote on any question affecting the 
status of any other member of the body until 
his own had been clearly established. He also 
took another view which has not occurred to the 
Caldwells, Pomeroys, Harlans, Claytons, and 
Spencers. He conceived that the charge that 
his election had been secured by bribery, was an 
imputation upon the fair fame of his State, as well 
as himself, and demanded a full investigation on 
that account. There were two legislative inves- 
tigations into Senator Bogy's election in Mis- 
souri, which produced no evidence that he had 
resorted to bribery, and his exceptionally fair 


attitude in asking an investigation at the hands 
of the Senate leaves the impression that he is 
not to be classed with Pomeroy and Caldwell, 
nor even with Jones and Patterson.
